Boise, Ida., June 12.—William Hay- 


wrbod, on trial here charged with com- 
plicity in the murder of Former Gov- 
ernor Stetmenberg, sent the following 
message to the Western Federation of 
Miners, now in convention at Denver, 
Colo.: "Harry Orchard is the greatest 
liar of the twentieth century, as every 
JMi tie has implicated in his confes- 
Bfc'u stands ready to testify. I am de- 
termined, to take the stand and show 
•Where he lied. There will be nothing 
to my case but an acquittal. A hung 
Jury will not do. I demand complete 
vindication. 
If your convention .had 


been six weeks later, I would be with 
you, for by that time I will be a free 
man." 


The defense in the Haywood case 


continues its attack on the testimony 
of Harry Orchard. The session began 
•with the story of the dynamiting of 
Fred Bradley in San Francisco, and 
the defense made a long and deter- 
mined effort to expose several features 
of it to doubt, improbability and furth- 
er discrediting, and to vitiate it all by 
.revealing the hand of the Pinkertons. 
Then'the play went back to Denver 
for the winter of 1904-5 and the spring 
following, .and -there vtas an extended 
. effort~Jb~3hT3wL that Orchard* had prac- 


tically " no communication with 
the 


leaders of,the federation; that he re- 
ceived no pay for the Bradley crime 
or anything else; that with Steve 
Adams, in a period of extreme poverty 
extending over a period of several 
months, he was reduced to necessity 
of stealing a sheep that he might 
have food. Orchard seriously confess- 
ed that he stole the sheep, but stoutly 
d^fiied that it was because of want. 
He insisted that all through that sup- 
posedly hard winter and spring 
he 


Continued to draw money from Petti- 
bone through Adams, and explained 
that if he did not see the federation 
leaders often it was because he was 
lying low to avoid capture for previous 
crimes. 


Carrying out the lines of testimony 


tending to show that Orchard, regard- 
less of the great hold which it is pre- 
"Bumed he had on the federation lead- 
ers, was frequently without funds, the 
defense showed that from late in 1903 
until the middle of 1904 Orchard con- 
tinually, drew strike relief at Cripple 
Creek, and then dramatically invited 
iprchard to explain the inconsistency 
|o the jury. Orchard replied that Hay- 
|srood, Moyer, Parker and Davis all 
|ulvised him to continue drawing re- 
lief because if he displayed money he 
would excite suspicion. 


The examination next covered a re- 


view of the earlier attempt on the life 
of Governor Peabody and the making 
of bombs to kill him, and the plots 
against Judges Gabbert and Goddard, 
with an effort everywhere to lighten 
fend cast doubt upon the testimony of 
the witness. Orchard told a dramatic 
Etory of the first attempt to assassi- 
pate Peabody—an early morning drive 
through the snow to place the bomb 
and wait for the victim, who was 
epared by the unexpected appearance 
of two coal wagons that, coming from 
an allevway, were driven across the 
trigger string at the moment that Pea- 
body was crossing the mine field. 


Orchard brought Mrs. Steve Adams 


into play. He said that while he and 
Adams 
were watching Judge God- 


dard's house Mrs. Adams went with 
them a couple of,times as a blind to 
divert suspicion from them. Mrs. Ad- 
ams, who had a seat among the wit- 
nesses, laughed when Orchard told 
the incident. Orchard, who confesses 
that be hesitated at no crime and took 
hundreds 
of desperate chances 
in 


those he committed, made an interest- 
Ing contribution to the psychological 
Btudy of his personality when he call- 
ed himself a coward. He said he was 
too cowardly to openly kill Judge Gab- 
bert; said that he regarded all his acts 
as cowardly. 


The witness displayed emotion when 


the defense asked him if he had not 
deserted his Cripple Creek wife, strip- 
ping her of every nickel she had and 
leaving her in poverty that compelled 
th^salc of her washtub to buy bread. 
Orchard's lips quivered, and with tears 
near, he falteringly denied that he had 
done so, and said that federation lead- 
ers bad promised to care for her in 
felft absence.

It is the 
house of special representatives, and 
its membership is a curious study in 
the widely different. 


Its meeting place is the lobby and 


committee rooms of the nation's capi- 
tol, the hotel rotunda, the lawyer's 
office, the street, the banquet room, 
the little back room, the bar, the road 
house, the home, the brothel—any- 
where the legislator may be found aud 
personally approached. 
That Is the 


object of a lobby—personal contact 
with the people's representatives and 
the iafluence upon legislation worked 
tfiereby. 


If legislators were perfect, there 


would lie no lobby. If they were per- 
fectly wise, there would be no occa- 
sion for the lobbyist who desires "to 
inform" them; if perfectly honest, 
there would be no occasion for the 
lobbyist who desires to "make it worth 
while;" if perfectly patriotic, there 
would be no occasion for the lobbyist 
who desires for himself "a little per- 
sonal favor"—at the people's expense. 
The existence of a lobby is premised 
on human frailty. 
It is present to 


prey on human weakness, to warp the 
action of the legislative body by ap- 
peal to vanity, ignorance, cupidity or

President Zelaya'a Action In Direct 


ConflictWith theTreaty of Amapala. 
Guatemala Likely to Be Involved In 
the Struggle—Revolutionists Assist 
Nicaraguans. 


Mexico City, June 12.—Nicaragua 


and Salvador are at war. 


A force of Nicaraguans, assisted by 


Salvadorean revolutionists, captured 
the port of Acajutla, Salvador. 
This 


startling news came to the capital in 
the shape of a telegram from Presi- 
dent Figueroa to the Salvadorean min- 
ister to Mexico, Manuel Delgado. The 
Nicaraguans, on hoard the gunboat 
Momotombo, bombarded the fort and 
then landed troops. The town is now 
in the hands of the Nicaraguan gen- 
eral, Manuel Rivas. Intense excite- 
ment prevails. It is believed the ob- 
jective point of the expedition is the 
port of San Jose de Guatemala, and 
that President Zeiaya of Nicaragua 
has declared war against Guatemala. 


Zelaya's action is in direct conflict 


with the treaty of Amapala, recently 
signed by a representative of his coun- 
try, which provides that in case ot a 
grievance Central American countries 
should refer their disputes to the gov- 
ernments of the United States and 
Mexico for arbitration. 


Acajutla is the most important sea- 


port of Salvador, where all of tne Pa- 
cific liners make regular calls. It was 
but poorly defended, and the Nicara- 
guans and Salvadorean revolutionists 
landed with ease. It is in direct rail 
communication with the capital of the 
republic, to or from which point troops 
can be conveyed in six hours. It is 
not known how strong was the invad- 
ing force, but the gunboat could carry 
about 1,000 troops. The bombardment 
of Acajutla is the beginning of the 
great struggle in Central America 
which has been so long brewing. Aca-- 
jutla is but a few hours distant from 
the port of San Jose de Guatemala, 
and it is believed that this is Zelaya's 
objective point. In case this supposi- 
tion proves true, President 
Estrada 


Cabrera of Guatemala and President 
Figueroa of Salvador will have to fight 
foes both from within and without, 
for a strong revolutionary party will 
help the Nicaraguans in each of these 
republics.
